ACCOMMODATION PROBLEM. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne asked the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health ií he 
will recommend to the local authority the 
desirability Of providing suitable sites for 
those at present engaged in street-trading “in 
Dublin; if he is aware that a suitable site 
is available at the rear of premises in South 
Great George s street, and that, if it is 
acquired and made suitable, the traders ‘are 
prepared to pay a reasonable rent for allotted 
spaces; further, if he is aware that since the 
opening-up of the new reed from Gloucester 
street into O'Connell st“et the . vehicular 
traffic through Parnell street has been con- 
‘siderably reduced; and if, in view of this 
reduction, he will see that the street traders 
in that district shall not be disturbed. 

Mr. Mulcahy, in reply, said that legal pro- 
ceedings were ponding, and that the local 
authority (City Commissioners) was giving 
the matter the fullest consideration.

When the House took up the con8ideration 
of the estimates for public services, , 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moved 
for a sum of £83,009 to defray expenses in 
connection with the Department of Industry 
and Commerce. 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, explained that the sum moved 
for, in addition to the amount already -voted 
on account, made up the total of £124,009. 
The three sub-divisions of the item which 
showed the greatest increase were those under 
the heads of salaries, wages and allowances, 
the net increase being £13,232, This increase 
was accounted for by three sums—an increase 
of £2,100 in the secretarial branch, £2,106, 
in the commerce and technical branch, and 
£11,545 in the statistics branch. A direc- 
torate would disappear if certain proposals’ 
were put into effect from the industry s de, 
and a post. of assistant secretary would te 
created.

Mr. Blythe explained that there had been 
an increase in basic salaries and wages in 
ordinary occupations owing to the fall in the 
value of money, but in the Civil Service 
basic salaries had not been increased. <A 
variable bonus. had, been added instead, and 


that had -fallen substantially with the 
fall of the cost of living in . recent 
years. Lower-paid officials got an 
amount of compensation calculated to 


bring the purchasing power of their salaries 
up to the pre-war level and no more. The 
bonus of the higher-paid. officials had been 
cut, and their salaries had nothing like the 
purchasing power that they had before the 
war. 

Civil servants, the grdéat majority of whom 
were transterred officers, had rights given to 
them under the Treaty. If the conditions of 
employment or remuneration of a transferred 


he was entitled to retire with added years 
of. service, which in certain cases reached 17 
years. ‘“We must continue the bonus,” 
added the Minister, “or face an enormous 
increase in the compensation charges of a 
great number of people now giving good ser- 
vice to the State, who could go 2 oom doing 
nothing and drawing pensions.’’ 


A FINANCIAL COMMISSION, 

Mr. Baxter (Farmers) stated that at an early 
date his Party would give the Dail an oppor- 
tunity of a its opinion as to whether 
or act en independent’ commission should be 
established to investigate the country's finan- 
cial policy. i 

Mr. McMenamin (National League) asked 
for more information about the bonus system, 
which was fallacious, and was ruinous to the 
country’s finances. 

Mr. O’Hanlon (Independent): said that they 
required a census of production in Govern- 
ment offices. He was of the cult that believed 
in high salaries for satisfactory services. To 
set up a Commission of Civil Servants to 
examine their own consciences was not the 
way to get down expenditure in Government 
offices. The way was to set up an’ indepen- 
dent Commission of men sent there to econo- 
mise, and whose duty it would be.to see that 
the civil servants earned thé money that they 
we paid, and that if they did not earn it 
there should be -a cutting down of the 
personnel. Such an independent commis- 
sion would provide a proper census of pro- 
duction in the Government offices. 

Mr. Quill (Labour) said that those who 
were advocating the abolition of the bonus 
were people who were receiving 200 per cent.. 
more for their produce than the pre-war 
prices. If the bonuses were abolished then. 
as an alternative, people would have to get 
increased salaries. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Mr. D. Morrissey (Labour) desired to find 
out from the Minister for. Industry and Com- 
merce what was being done by his Depart- 
ment to try to develop industries in the 
country. So far as the ordinary man in the 
street could see; very little was being done. 
He was prepared to agree with the President 
that the proper and most effective way. of 
remedying the unemployment problem was to 
get the people to support home industries 
and buy the products of their own coun:rv. 
He suggested to the Minister and the House 
that the Government should consider having 
a rublicitv campaign-i2 favour of Irish indus- 
tries.. The trouble in this country, so far as 


‘he could see, was that the Irish manufac- 


turers did not advertise, or that if they did, 
it was only in a haphazard and _ slipshod 
manner, There was no combined advertising, 
such as they, had in other. countries. it 
seeined to him that it would pay the people 
of this country to have a systematic and well 
thought. out plan of publicity.’ He also 
wanted-to find out from the Minister exact] 
what his Department was doing to help Trish 
manufacturers; to encourage the building u 
of new industries and the extension an 
development. of existing industries.

TRANSPORT. 

Mr. Davin (Lab.) protested against the 
Government’s ‘‘ go-as-you-please ” policy in 
regard to the country’s transport. Millions 
of money were going out of the country for 
the purchase of foreign-manufactured ’buses, 
while men at home were unemployed. - He 
quoted ‘bus time-tables to show that ‘buses 
from Dublin to various centres were exceeding 
the speed limit, and he asked the Minister 
when he proposed to introduce his promised 
Transport -Bill. He understood that on the 
North side of the City cf Dublin boys under 
18 years of age were being employed as ’bus 
conductors, presumably at rates of wages 
which did not compare with th wages paid 
by the railway company. H®& would like to 
know whether the farmers were prepared to 
tolerate a system which wov.d compel the 
tatepayets. of the country, as they did last 
Year. to contribute out of the rates £1,199,567 
to bolster up this cut-throat competition be- 
tween ‘bus-owners and the railway company. 


CRITICISMS ANSWERED. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. McGilligan, raplying to the questions 
raised with regard to the civil servants, said 
that 16 out of every 18 permanent civil ser- 
vants in the State had Treaty rights, and 
could not be interfered with. There was the 
further fact that justice demanded that the 
bomus should be paid. He protested against 
the view that he was Minister for Employ- 
ment, and disclaimed any responsibility for 
‘seeing that moneys voted for a particular 
purpose were spent. “he question of a tax 
on advertisements of foreign-made goods, with 
a view to assisting Irish manufacturers, had 
been discussed. They should remember where 
that would lead to. It might lead definitely 
to th» prohibition of English newspapers in 
this country, or to a tax upon them, and it 
would have other reactions that were possibly 
not clear to deputies. So far it had not been 
found practicable to cdopt such a device. There 
was a further point that Irish manufacturevs, 
when they were in a despondent mood, would 
tell them, that they had to ask retailers not 
to admit the fact that the, goods they. were 
selling were Irish or they would not get sale 
for them. There was a case where this par- 
ticular matter was tried out over a bones of 
weeks, and goods were bought without objec- 
tion when they were not cdvertised as Irish, 
and were refused when they were put before 
the customer as Irish. 

“All the more necessity for publicity,” 
interjected Mr. Morrissey. ‘ 

“I do not know about that,” replied the 
Minister. 

“You want’ to kill that spirit,” said Mr. 
Morrissey 

The Minister said that there was room for 
another campaign in another way. “The 
question had been asked: How far trade 
unions were going to co-operate in the matter 
of pushing Irish manufactured goods? It was 
a recognised fact. that matches made in this 
country were as good a those made in any 
other country; that there was the same 
number of matches in a box; and that the 
container was as good as any other. Yet 
the fact of the matter was that Irish matches 
were not bought to the extent that they should 
be, and the reason was that the retailer got 
some very small extra profit on a certain 
amount of foreign matches soid. It was his 
own experience that fovteign’ matches were 

ushed on him to the exclusion of Irish manu- 
acture. 

Mr. Johnson said that for twenty-five years 

trade unions had been the consistent 
advocates of the doctrine of pushing Irish 
manufactured goods; and Mr. O'Brien stated 
that the members of the Distributive 
Workers’ Union had refused to accept for 
their journal any advertisement other than 
one offeritg Irish manufactured goods. 
. The Minister went on to say that he was 
not aware of that. He was stating that there 
was a great deal of publicity to be done in 
regard to Irish manufactures, other than 
through Government Departments. They had 
found a reluctance on the part of in- 
dustrialists in the country to enter into a 
publicity campaign, and it was almost im- 
possible to get them to send representatives 
to exhibitions abroad. 


DUBLIN ELECTRICITY WORKS. 

He had good reason for the action that he 
took in connection with the Dublin Electricity 
Works, and the. unemployment which had 
resulted was not an sodden or logical out- 
come oí what he had done.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

On the vote for £155,526 to compiete the 
sum of. £233,526-necessary for Unemployment 
Insurance, 

Mr. Johnson referred to the long delays 
which took place in dealing with cases .of 
disputes under the Act. if the Department 
required a bigger staff, then a bigger staff 
should be employed. He did not believe the 
stories about, long, wasteful hours by the Civil 
Service. His experience was that Civil Servants 
worked harder in their offices than most 
commercial servants. He also dissented from 
the criticism so often.levelled. that people, did 
not get courtesy and proper congidefation 
from civil servants. Jt was quite a -.lse im: 
pression to create that: civil servants did: not 
give good service and did not work ssiduousty 
and earnestly, and in this case they were 
probably suffering from unfair comment, atid 
staffs had been cut down and were not able 
to deal with all the cases. 

Mr. Morrissey (Labour) asked whether 
compliance with the Act was as general as it 
ought to be,-and whether the Department had 
taken steps to see that it “was. He-,was 
satisfied that there was riot general com- 
pliance with the Act, and the State contribu- 
tion could be very much reduced if employers 
and employés alike were compelled -to obey 
the law in this matter. 

Mr. Hogan (Clare) and Mr. Murphy called 
attention to the distances which workers were 
obliged-to travel ‘in some districts to make 
their claim for unemployment insurance. 

Mr. Lynch (Labour) mentioned several 
cases in whith persons clearly entitled to 
benefit were delayed,- owing to errors on the 
part of clerks. He urged that the authorities 
should make it simpler for the workers to 
plaee their cases. before the officials. _ 

Mr. Coburn (National League) asked if it 
was the intention of the Minister to make 
reciprocal atrangements with the Minister re- 
sponsible for unemployment benefit in Northern 
Ireland in regard to payment of benefits in 
the case of persons migrating from the North 
to the South. 

Mr. McGilligan said that everything pos- 
sible had been done by his Department with 
a view to having a reciprocal arrangement. 
No opportunity would be lost of getting into 
touch with the Northern Government when 
the latter showed any sign of being open to 
receive a suggestion.

Mr. McGilligan—Not a suggestion. There 
has been nothing from that side except merely 
a refusal to consider the various points that 
were put up. The only point, he added; on 
which ke could get even a rapprochement 
was when they expressed their willingness to 
receive representatives of his Department in 
consultation, but that was all that was doné. 
It was recognised that there was a very 
definite hardship. His Department had done 
their best to alleviate. that hardship, but 
without success.

Round 4.—Milligan sparred for an opening 
and seemed to be steadying himself and wait- 
ing an opportunity. It came as Walker 
swung a wild left to the body, for in went 
that left of the Scot’s, straight to the jaw, 
and a right which missed by inches.

Round 5,—Milligan showed that he could 
fight at close quarters as well as box at a 
distance when Walker rushed out of his 
corner in the fifth round. The first damag- 
ing blow, however, was a glorious straight 
left flush yo jaw by the Scot, and Walker 
seemed to Know by this time that he must 
adopt different tactics or fight on the defen- 
sive. He attempted to bore in again, but 
Milligan connected with a right upper cut. 
A left hook to the stomach by the American 
was the best blow he had struck in the con- 
test, and he followed with a left hook to 
the jaw. This appeared to steady the Scot, 
but only momentarily, as he came back to 
fight as he wanted to at a distance. 

Round 6.—The fight was not to the liking 
of the crowd, and at the opening of the sixth 
round Mr. Corri stopped it to warn the con- 
testants for holding. Walker landed a wild 
hook early in the round, but he did no 
damage until he sent a swinging left hook, 
which caught “Tommy on the point of the 
jaw. The t staggered, and before he had 
recovered he took another similar blow in the 
same place. Walker was really dangerous 
with his left hook, and later in the round he 
got home with a left and right that would have 
sbeaten a man not so well trained as the Scot. 
Those two hooks seemed- to have a great 
bearing upon the whole issue, as Milligan 
never fought again in the same manner. He 
seemed to have fallen, into a trap, and at the 
end of the round he was groggy from the 
hooks to the head and body, against which 
he seemed to have no defence. It looked as 
though only the bell saved him. 

Round 7.—Early in the seventh round 
Walker sent in a cruel right hook, and the 
Scotsman went to the board. He was down 
for about five, and, almost dazed,. he 
staggered to his feet, only to take a left hook 
which sent him down again. That a man 
could rise and fight again after such a blow 
as this seemed impossible; but Milligan not 
only got up, but fought his man again, 
although he took a gruelling and seemed to 
have suffered by the punishment he ‘had 
received 

Round 8.—Milligan came up for the eighth 
round little the worse for his punishment, and 
it was he who opened the attack. But it 
was obvious that damage had been done, for 
Milligan’s left had lost its earlier accuracy, 
and neither was his right well timed. There 
was a lot of clinching bafore Milligan did 
connect with a beautifully-timed left, but he 
took two right hooks to the body. It was 
& poor round. 

ound 9.—Nearly half a minute of the 
round had e before a blow of any sort 
was struck. Then Walker sent in a right 
hook which would have stunned a heavy- 
weight. Down went the Scot like a log. It 
seemed all-over now, but Milligan, who could 
not see the referee counting over him, 
staggered to his feet and actually—to the 
amazement of the crowd—went on with the 
fight. He went in blindly with both hands, 
and actually punished the American, but 
before the end of the round, was sent down 
with a right hook to the body. He was 
ngnting on instinct now, and only time saved 

im. 

Round’ 10.—The respite was not sufficient 
even for the beautifully-trained Scot. He was
